Its frame is of 
white oak throughout and all its 
planking and ceiling hard pine, 
most of the planking 6 inches 
thick. The six lower masts are 
remarkable examples of Pacific 
coast products, being of Oregon 
pine, 119 feet long and 30 inches 
in diameter. Such a vessel re- 
quires and enormous amount of 
material. In its construction 
there were used 554 tons of 
white oak timber, 1,000,000 feet 
of longleaf yellow pine and about 
100,000 feet of white pine deck 
planking. This vessel is calculated 
to carry more than 5,000 tons of 
coal with only fourteen men all 
told for crew, whereas a full rig- 
ged ship of the same carrying 
capacity would require at least 
thirty-one men. 'Lumbermen will 
be inclined to encourage the 
building of this class of vessels.”

It is estimated that the interest 
on a bond proposal such as that 
advocated by the Governor, 
would run in the neighborhood of 
around 200 million dollars, and 
that interest money would build 
a good many miles of badly need- 
ed roads. Another undesirable 
feature of a bond program is 
that it would set up a third de- 
partment for the supervision of 
highways, and in the long run 


cost the taxpayers more money — 


than a pay-as-you-go program. 
Still another disadvantage is that 
in order to provide a means of 
paying the bonds, gas and weight 
taxes are included in the bond 
proposal and therefore they be- 
come a part of the constitution, 
which would be mighty difficult 


to change in future years. 


The House passed H. B. 15, 


‘making the White Pine the offi- 


cial State tree. The bill has now 
gone to the Senate, and if favor- 
able action is taken by that body 
Michigan will boast an official 
State tree. 

The House also passed H. B. 
3 making it a misdemeanor for 
any person to wilfully attempt to 
influence a juror in any case by 
means of intimidation of argu- 
ment other than as part of the 
proceedings in open court in the 
trial of the case. 


The city council Tuesday ap- 
pointed William T. Downs and 
Vale Gee to the East Jordan 
Board of Review which will con- 
vene starting March 7th at the 
city hall. 


The council also appointed the 
inspectors for the coming spring 
election in April. 


There will be no spring pri- 
mary election in East Jordan this 
year since not more than two 
persons filed for city offices. 
When three or more file for the 
same office it is necessary to 
hold a primary election at which 
the two highest vote getters ap- 


pear on the regular general el- 
ection ballot. 


The council also named two 
local businesswomen to serve as

Those were the good old days—when we hauled Cuthbert red 
raspberries to the East Jordan Canning Company. Now today the 
old Cuthbert is run out. We have grown ten acres of this variety 
here. Today there are other good varieties for canning. 

The red raspberry can be grown on a rougher scale than the 
strawberry and on lighter soil. Sometimes they can be grown by us- 
ing a straw mulch. Everyone likes the red raspberry fresh or can- 
ned. Red raspberries and strawberries have been the means for a 
great many. fruit growers to get started in tree fruits. They’ are 
also a good side line for regular fruit growers.

License Tests 


Chief Harry Simmons today 
announced that the East Jordan 
Police Department is coopera- 
ting with the Michigan State 
Safety Commission, under the 
leadership of the Department of 
State, in a state-wide public ed- 
ucation program on driver licen- 
sing. 

According to Simmons the 
driver license examination for 
beginning drivers recently ~ put 
into effect is much more com- 
prehensive than the previous one 
and is a far better measure of a 
person’s ability to drive safely. 
He urged all new applicants for 
a driver’s license to study hard- 
er on the. Michigan Traffic Law 
and safe driving practices, and 
to practice more on their driving 
before taking the road test. 

“Traffic authorities are deter- 
mined to be doubly sure that 
persons awarded the privilege of 
driving are able to demonstrate | 
this ability by passing a more 
thorough examination. Many mo- 
torists who do not prepare for 
it carefully will fail this test on 
the first try, but those who pass 
the test will have the feeling 
they have earned the privilege 
of driving,” the Chief: continued. 

Chief Simmons pointed out 
that passing the driver’s license 
examination and obtaining a lic- 
ense merely launches the begin- 


ning motorist on his driving car-| 
eer. He emphasized the fact that} 


tha motorist must continually 
prove his right to retain this pri- 
vilege by obeying traffic laws.
